There is so mething to their co ntentio n, per­ 
ha ps, if they mea n tho se ma rg ina l fa rmers who 
ex ist so mewhere between fa rming a nd a jo b in 
to wn. They co ntribute to surpluses, g et g o v ern­ 
ment subsidies a nd a re neither fish no r fo wl. But 
if the urba n eco no mists co ntend tha t the rea l 
fa mily -size fa rms o ug ht to clo se up sho p a nd 
a dd their a cres to the hug e a nd g ro wing fa rm 
o pera tio ns o f the na tio n, they ta ke in a lo t o f 
territo ry . America will nev er see the time when 
fa mily -size fa rms a re no t streng thening a nd 
desira ble. 
Eco no mists who insist o n fewer fa rmers a re 
cha lleng ed in their a ssumptio n tha t a reductio n 
wo uld be a cco mpa nied by a reductio n in sub­ 
sidies.

3 Are There Really 
Too Many Farmers? 


Metropolitan area spokesmen who uniformly 
resent federal subsidies to agriculture, though 
urban operations are getting subsidies galore, 
keep contending that there are too many persons 
engaged in farming. Yet the farm population of 
the U. S. has shrunk by IO million since 1910, 
while the population as a whole has doubled. 
There is something to their contention, per­ 
haps, if they mean those marginal farmers who 
exist somewhere between farming and a job in 
town. They contribute to surpluses, get govern­ 
ment subsidies and are neither fish nor fowl. But 
if the urban economists contend that the real 
family-size farms ought to close up shop and 
add their acres to the huge and growing farm 
operations of the nation, they take in a lot of 
territory. America will never see the time when 
family-size farms are not strengthening and 
desirable. 
Economists who insist on fewer farmers are 
challenged in their assumption that a reduction 
would be accompanied by a reduction in sub­ 
sidies. As the population of metropolitan areas 
increases, those concentrations will require more 
and more federal help in providing streets, 
schools and sanitary services for masses of 
people. Urban renewal, now in its infancy, will 
drain off more and more revenue collected by 
the federal government. 


A nybody can re g re t th e tax m oney p o u red 
in to th e m ain ten an ce of a su rp lu s farm econom y. 
B ut no one should be d elu d ed into th in k in g th a t 
w hen th e prod u cin g farm pop u latio n is dow n to 
th e level of m ark ets, th e re w ill be no m ore su b ­ 
sidies. 
S ubsidies th en will flow to areas m ade 
m o re crow ded by an influx of fo rm e r farm ers.

The Right To Protest 


One sometimes nets more light on events in what 
is known as tan mail than anywhere else 
Sometimes, 
I refer to such letters in this column. That which I 
received from Bert A. Deering of St. Louis is one of 
several on the same subject and in the same tone. I 
lake two paragraphs from Deering s letter as particu­ 
larly pertinent: 
“ You spoke about Mr. Mikovan being confronted 
* by a picket line in this country composed of alien 
refugees, 
including 
H ungarian. 
Bulgarians. 
Poles, 
Czechs and other foreigners. You said these refugees 
marched in protest against Mikoyan, and were duly 
dispersed by the police, although picket lines are sup­ 
posed to be respected. Your perverted views about 
respecting such picket lines are extremely obnoxious. 


'‘These damned alien refugees who should be 
extrem ely grateful for being afforded asylum In 
this country now presume lo exercise their will In 
this country by forming picket lines in protest 
against the visit to this country by a foreign digni­ 
tary who is here with the full approval of our gov­ 
ernment. These uncouth alien refugees should be 
taught how to behave them selves in this country, 
or sent back from whence they fam e.” 


Those “damned aliens” are refugees who have 
been given asylum in this country because in their 
own they fought for those principles of life arui conduct 
for which we stand in the Toited States. 
Because 
they believed in our way of life, many such persons 
in the satellite countries have been shipped to Siberia 
or were murdered 
A very few fortunate ones found 
their way to the In n ed States. 
Here they are suddenly confronted with the butcher 
of Budapest, one of the men who participated in the 
genocide of Hungary. They find that preparations are 
made to wine and dine this man that he is received 
by bankers and manufacturers as a friend, and no 
voice is raised protesting his presence in our midst. 
So they organize to protest and to tell their story—a 
story of murder and rapine, a story of genocide, a 
•tory of horrors. 
Doer mg says further: 


'‘It is quite possible that the rude and riotous 
demonstrations of these uncouth refugees was in­ 
spired by the vituperative language of (•ovrrnmrnt 
spokesmen In their references to Government of­ 
ficials of Soviet Russia. These Government spokes­ 
men are just as uncouth and ill-mannrrrd as these 
alien refugees who want to lake over the country 
after they get here. And you approve this conduct!” 


Yes. I do approve of the right to protest and only 
regret that at the moment I was unable to go on the 
picket line against Mikoyan who came here to do this 
country only harm 
The right to protest us funda­ 
mental in the American way ol hie. It em anates lrom 
the right to petition. This is not a police slate in which 
the citizens must be silent while the of I icials act tor 
them. Nor need we fear to speak our minds on political 
and social questions. Therein lies the strength of our 
nation 
Undoubtedly some Americans helped to cook up this 
Hollywood farce of bunging Anastas Mikoyan to this 
country on a publicity m an s Odyssey through our 
land. Harry Truman, with chaiacteristic down-to-earth 
wisdom, speaks of them: 
“I hope that the recent crop of diplomatic tourists 
does not get us into more complications at a time when 
the tree world is trying to find how to deal with the 
Communist world.” 


Neither President Eisenhower nor Secretary of 
State John Poster Dulles gave Mikoyan an inch 
^ 
because apparently he would not budge an inch. He 
used television, radio and every device of com ­ 
munications to influence publir opinion against the 
stated views of the government of the United 
States, to separate the people from their govern­ 
ment. 


According to Dueling that 
was all 
right because 
Mikoyan was a guest of the I nited States 
Who 
invited him? Let a committee of Congress discover 
who invited hint. Mikoyan. himself, said on “ Meet the 
Press," in reply to a question,

minded men 
There are some 
cheap .schemers in our ranks, 
too. 
The shabbiest line in any 
news story is the one that reads: 
“ It was learned last night from 
an authoritative source 
. 
or 
' A spokesman revealed . . 
Too often the spokesman is tbs 
writer. 
Reporters are not above doing 
a favor for a friend, or trying 
to sink an enemy in innuendo. 
They are human beings. 
Most of 
them, however, are a* ethical as 
doctors, and more so than law­ 
yers. They do not like to bend 
the truth. 
There is no federal law on the 
books to protect a reporter lrom 
the whims of a court. 
When a 
judge says: “ Who gave you this 
news’ ” the reporter, under the 
law. is obliged to answer. 
The 
fact that he doesn't is a m atter 
of tradition, not law. 
In many 
instances, 
the 
judge 
threatens 
the writer with a citation tor 
contempt of court, and then le u 
him go. 
In the Marie Torre case, the 
judge followed the threat with 
action. 
He sent her to Hudson 
County Jail in Jersey City. Miss 
Torre might have gone off. with 
dignity, to serve her little bit and 
forget it. 
However, she elected 
to play Joan of Arc—which is a 
pity—and 
the cam eras ground 
and flashbulbs popped and re­ 
porters pencils whirled and pir­ 
ouetted to her words about her 
farewell to 
her 
children, 
who 
would feed them and put them to 
bed. the reactions of her hus­ 
band, and other little jollities 
The 
newspa liers 
played 
the 
story big, and the judge found 


himself challenged by the world 
of moulded public opinion. 
He 
was 
being 
asked, 
literally, 
is 
the law bigger than the press, or 
is the press bigger than the law. 
To my way of thinking, the story 
was worth no more space than 
would he given to a reporter

The answer to that, belatedly, 
is no.

There are few persons who are 
a greater source of irritation than 
the player who pays no attention 


to his partner's signals. Deuces 
and eights are all the same to 
him, and he proceeds gayly along 
in his own complacent manner,, 
heedless of the suggestions of­ 
fered by one who ’ as the infor­ 
mation and the desire to help 
him. 


I do not mean to suggest that 
all signals by partner are abso­ 
lute commands. Except in one or 
two specified cases where a play­ 
er is required to treat his {>art- 
ner’s signal as absolute, he is 
entitled to use his own discretion. 
Your partner may ardently de­ 
sire the continuation of a certain 
suit, but you may be in posses­ 
sion of certain information that is 
not available to him. on the basis 
of which you may be quite sure 
that another line of defense will 
be more effective. But you must 
not disregard partner's sugges­ 
tion on a mere whim, or because 
your plan of defense will be just 
as good. It must he better. 
In the above hand West quite 


properly disregarded his part­ 
ner'.» signal because he knew that 
partner was not aware of the 
exact distribution. 
Roth .sides
